To start building Mf. Prospect 
interceptor sewer this year 


Paddock Publications has received word that the mem­ 
bers of the Chicago Sanitary District board at a meeting 
Thursday, is including in this year’s plans the construction 
of the Des Plaines-Mt. Prospect extension of the Des Plaines 
river interceptor sewer. 
The cost is estimated at one and a half million dollars. 
A c c o r d i n g to preliminary 
plans of the engineers the 
new fume will be 4x5 feet 
and will give sewage relief 
to Cumberland, and an area 
immediately north of Des 
Plaines village, in addition to 
ML Prospect* W hirtr w ilt-be the 
chief beneficiary. 
THE SANITARY D ist will ask 
the state legislature, now in ses­ 
sion, to authorize a seven m il­ 
lion dollar non-referendum bond 
issue, part of which will be used 
for the Mt. Prospect extension. 
The “big sewer” will pick up 
all existing sewer mains empty­ 
ing into Salt Creek including the 
sewage from Pick’s Centralwood 
subdivision, west of the village. 
Drainage from the north side of 
town, now emptying into Fee- 
hanville creek, will be directed 
south to enter the big fume. 
The above is good news for 
Mt. Prospect people who had ex- 
Eected a wait of several years 
efore the sanitary district would 
be able to take over Mt. Pros­ 
pect sewage problems. 
THE FUME WILL be large 
enough to handle the dry wea­ 
ther sewage from the village of 
Arlington Heights if that m uni­ 
cipality 
at 
some 
future 
date 
elects to join the sanitary dis­ 
trict. The western term inus of 
the Mt. Prospect interceptor will 
be only a half mile from the 
A riington sewage t r e a t m e n t 
plant. 
Mt. Prospect has plans for a 
half million dollar storm water 
system, 
prepared 
by 
Consoer, 
Townsend 
and 
Associates that 
may or may not be necessary if 
the sanitaiy district is able to 
proceed with planned construc­ 
tion.

THE GIST OF THE decision 
setting up the principles to be 
followed is quoted in the words 
of the Supreme Court: 
” . . . if the rates as reduced

and sub-paragraphs of Section 
162a provide a rate limit lower 
than .75 per cent the next ref­ 
erendum 
under 
the 
School 
Code could not exceed .75 per 
cent for educational purposes; 
or, if the rate as reduced by 
Section 162a is more than .75 
per cent, but less than .90 per 
cent, the next rate for which 
a referendum may be held is 
.90 per cent. 
“In other words, the first 
referendum rate authorized by 
the School Code is .75 per cent 
for educational purposes, and 
before a district can hold a 
referendum 
for 
the 
highest 
rate they must be first author­ 
ized by referendum to extend 
a .75 per cent rate before any 
further increases by referen­ 
dum are authorised. This con­ 
struction favors the taxpayer 
rather than the power to tax, 
and we hive always held that 
in construing powers to tax, 
in case of doubt the construc­ 
tion is in favor of the tax­ 
payer. • . .

CHILDREN brought to Her­ 
rick House may rem ain 
there 
from four months to two years. 
Most all of them depart m ith a 
will and a way to take their 
place in society. Dr. Albert J. 
Simon of Elgin, who is the house 
physician, gave this reporter an 
interesting account as to how 
the home is operated. 
When a child enters Herrick 
House he 
is 
isolated 
in the 
home’s own infirm ary for a short 
period, and under the care of a 
nurse for almost *4 hours a day. 
His case is studied thoroughly 
and the method of treatm ent de­ 
cided upon before he enters the 
first of four stagse of the home’s 
convalescent plan. 
Each stage limits the child as 
to w hat he can and cannot do. 
As his condition improves his ac­ 
tivities are increased 
until 
he 
reaches Stage Four where his 
activities are unlimited. Contrary 
to the belief of many, heart pa­ 
tients can do 
about anything, 
even run. As a m atter of fact 
the reporter had quite a time 
keeping up w ith one little girl 
who took her on a tour of the 
building. 
Dr. Simon said, “The children 
are taught their limitations and 
are encouraged not to act the 
invalid just because their heart 
skips a few beats. Many of them 
who enter our care mentally or 
emotionally unstable, leave with 
the courage to face life as nor­ 
mal hum an beings ” 
THE HOME is divided into four 
dormitories, one each for young 
and older girls, and one each for 
young and older boys. There are 
eight to ten beds in a dorm, sec­ 
tioned off in groups of two by 
low partitions. Each section has 
its own chest of drawers and 
each child has his own foot lock-1 
er. The home accommodates on | 
an average of 35 children all year 
round, though during the sum­ 
mer months there may be over 
IOO. The extra children, who are 
not necessarily heart cases, are 
housed across the lake in the 
Sunset camp. This group changes 
every two to three weeks. 
Small duties, such as table set 
ting, dusting, sweeping and the 
like, are given all children in the 
home, which helps keep them 
occupied, 
as well as teaching 
them certain responsibilities. Dur­ 
ing the school year the children 
attend classes for half days. The 
school boasts three teachers, and 
instructs first grade through high 
school. 
Edwin Eells and his wife are 
director and co-director of Her­ 
rick House. They are assisted by 
a staff of 15, including Dr. Si­ 
mon, three registered nurses, six 
counselors, 
the 
teachers, ooks 
and caretaker. Dr. Simon spends 
four half days, and more, at the 
home. Each child is given a com­ 
plete check up at frequent in­ 
tervals, including daily temper­ 
ature taking by the nurses. 
The 80 acre tract of land which 
belongs to Herrick House affords 
a mammoth playground for the 
children. In the summer they 
can enjoy swimming and row­ 
ing on the priavte 
lake, 
ion‘ 
hikes through the woods, over 
hill and dale, while the winter 
brings them a slick ice pond for 
skating and sledding. Yes, child

(a) expenses of travel, meals and 
lodging while away from home 
(overnight) in connection 
with 
his employment, 
(b) reimbursed 
expenses in connection with his 
employment: 
a. Expenses of travel means 
the cost of transportation, meals, 
and lodging while away 
from 
home overnight on his employ­ 
er’s business. Entertainment ex­ 
pense cannot 
be 
included 
in 
travel expense whether in 
the 
city or away from i t 
Any a- 
mount paid to you to cover trav­ 
el expense must be included in 
your wages. 
b. Reimbursed expenses (other 
than those expenses stated 
a- 
bove) must be included in gross 
income, then subtract your actu­ 
al expenses, which cannot ex­ 
ceed your allowance. 
If your 
expenses exceed your reimburse­ 
ment, the balance of 
expenses 
must be claimed on page 3 
as 
' other expenses.” 
Contributions: Some examples 
allowable contributions are: 
donations to your church, 
Red 
Cross. Salvation Army, Commun­ 
ity Chest, and other charitable, 
education and religious organiza­ 
tions. 
Note that deductions for 
ihe contributions you make can­ 
not exceed 15% of your adjusted 
gross income on line 4, page I of 
'orm 1040. 
Interest: 
You can deduct In­ 
terest you paid on a bank loan 
or a mortgage loan. 
Also the 
interest paid when busing per­ 
sonal or household articles 
on 
i:he installment basis, but not the 
carrying charge which is a serv­ 
ice charge. 
Taxes: 
Allowable deductions 
for taxes 
paid 
are: 
Personal 
property taxes. Real Estate Tax, 
State Sales Tax, 
State Income 
Tax, Auto license fees, and Illi­ 
nois state gasoline tax. 
Casualty Losses and 
Thefts: 
Casualty losses may be claimed 
on your property only, and not 
on any property which you may 
occupy as a tenant. 
It must be 
determined in all cases that the 
loss was not due to any willful 
negligence on the part of the 
taxpayer and that the casualty 
was entirely beyond his control. 
The loss of property sustained 
through theft or burglary may 
be claimed if evidence is sub­ 
mitted. 
Medical and Dental Expenses: 
Such expenses may be deducted 
if paid during the tax year and 
if they exceed 5% of the adjust­ 
ed gross income on line 4, page 
I, since the first 5% is consid­ 
ered ordinary medical expense 
and is not deductible. The medic­ 
al expense must qualify as such 
to be allowable and may be de­ 
ducted only to the extent that it 
is greater than any reimburse­ 
ment you received from insur­ 
ance or other sources. 
Other items which are deduct­ 
ible on a Federal income tax re­ 
turn by individuals electing to 
itemizing their deductions 
are 
continued below: 
Dues and assessments for pro­ 
fessional or business organiza­ 
tions.

• Fees paid to an 
employment 
agency after obtaining a 
posi­ 
tion for you but not any e:q>ense 
you pay in seeking a position. 
Bond premium you pay as 
a 
bonded employee. 
Small tools which have a life 
of one year or less. 
(If you are 
required by your employer 
to 
furnish them.) 
' Safety deposit box fees, if the 
box is rented to protect income 
producing securities. 
Automobile expense is deduct­ 
ible only when it is an ordinary 
and necessary business expense 
in the conduct of your duties for 
your employer. 
The mere fact 
that you prefer to use your per­ 
sonal automobile in going to and 
from work instead of the street 
car or bus does not change the 
fact that it is a personal expense 
and as such is not deductible for 
income tax purposes. But if you 
are required to use your car to 
carry out your duties for your 
employer, you may deduct that 
portion of the expense attribut­ 
able to actual travel for business.

GI widow gets loan 
no matter when 
her husband dies 


The date a 
serviceman 
dies 
has no bearing on the eligibility 
of his widow for a GI loan un­ 
der the Housing Act 
of 
1950, 
Veterans Administration recently 
ruled. 
The Act entitled unremarried 
widows of those who died either 
in or after service, from service- 
connected causes, to the GI loan 
benefits for which their 
hus­ 
bands would have been eligible 
had they lived. 
There had beep some doubt as 
to the eligibility of 
a 
widow 
whose serviceman husband died 
after July 25, 1947, the end of 
World War II for GI Bill pur­ 
poses. 
This 
ruling, 
Adminis­ 
trator’s Decision No. 864, dis­ 
pelled that doubt. 
In effect, it means that a wid­ 
ow of a serviceman who has had 
the required World War II serv­ 
ice and who is killed in Korea 
may be entitled to a GI loain.

Farm accident 
death rate up 
sharply in 1950 


Deaths and permanent disabil­ 
ity due to farm accidents both 
took a sharp rise in 1950 over 
the previous year. John A. Lake, 
safety director of the Illinois Ag­ 
ricultural Association, 
reported. 
The I AA is the state-wide Farm 
Bureau organization with more 
than 178,000 farm families 
as 
members. 
Statistics compiled from news­ 
paper 
clippings 
g a t h e r e d 
through the state show 216 Illi­ 
nois farmers were killed in farm 
accidents in 1950, tractor acci­ 
dents being the biggest killer. A J 
total of 360 
farmers 
received 
some kind of permanent disabil­ 
ity, with com picker accidents 
topping the disability list. 
Com picker accidents number­ 
ed 117 victims, an increase of 58 ! 
per 
cent. 
Combine 
accidents I 
(though fewer in number) were j 
up 53 per cent over 1949, the i 
survey showed, 
tak e said most 
corn picker accidents involved 
the farmer getting in 
contact 
with the moving picker mechan­ 
ism. 
No farmers were 
killed 
by 
horses during 1950 although one 
woman and four children were 
killed in 
accidents 
involving 
horses. 
Falls accounted for 16 
farm deaths. IO more 
than 
a 
year ago. 
There was a similar 
increase in accidents centering 
around com elevators, 16 being 
hurt in 1950, IO more than the 
previous year.

Vaccination best 
preventive for pox 


Egg production 
often 
drops 
fast if fowl pox hits your hens. 
The best preventive measure is 
to vaccinate all birds, especially 
if pox is a problem in your com­ 
munity. 
That was the answer given re­ 
cently by Dr. M. S. Cover, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois veterinarian, to 
a McDonough 
county 
farmer’s 
question. 
This man wanted 
to 
know how long it would 
be, 
when birds had been exposed to • 
pox, before they showed signs of 


‘Dead dodo’ and 


how he died 
In the past 2,000 years, more 
than a hundred kinds of birds 
and more than a hundred kinds 
of mammals have 
disappeared 
from the earth. 
The last one of 
each is dead. It also seems like­ 
ly that, among the less conspic­ 
uous 
lower 
animals — reptiles, 
fish, insects, etc.—several times 
as many species are gone for­ 
ever; but their passing was not 
often noticed or mentioned in 
histories. Of the known total of 
vanished species, more than a 
third dropped out 
during 
the 
past 50 years, about another third 
in the 19th Century, and a lit­ 
tle less than a third in the prev­ 
ious 1800 years. 
With few ex­ 
ceptions these were all wiped 
out, directly or indirectly, by 
man. 
The word “dodo” is common­ 
ly used to signify someone or 
something very silly or 
vefy 
dead. 
Die Dodo was a large 
heavy grotesque 
bird — stupid, 
flightless and ground-nesting — 
that lived on two islands in the 
Indian Ocean until 1681 when 
the last one vanished because of 
man and the hogs he imported. 
Another famous example is the 
Great Auk, a large swimming 
bird somewhat similar 
to 
the 
penguin—alert and swift in wa­ 
ter but helpless and unable to 
fly or to run on land. Two cen­ 
turies ago there were millions 
of them on the rocky shore and 
islands of northern Europe and 
North America. 
Die eggs were 
taken and the birds slaughtered 
by sailors for food but the auks’ 
doom was sealed and the last 
one clubbed to death in 1844, 
after it was found that there 
was a market for their feathers. 
THE STORY of the Passenger 
Pigeon and how countless mil­ 
lions of them lived in the hard­ 
wood forests east of the Great 
Plains is well known. 
The last 
one died in the Cincinnati Zoo 
in 1914. 
Less familiar is the 
fact that the only parrot native 
to 
this 
country, 
the 
brilli­ 


antly-colored little Carolina Par­ 
akeet which was common in Il­ 
linois in pioneer days, was last 
seen alive 
about 1920 
in the 
backwoods 
of South 
Carolina 
and Florida. 
Word got around 
that it was “mischevious to or­ 
chards.” 
That was enough. 
The American Bison or “Buf­ 
falo,” which once ranged over a 
third of this continent in herds 
adding up to over sixty millions, 
was reduced by hunters to a 
scant thousand animals in- the 
1890’s. 
Fortunately, its extinc­ 
tion was foreseen in time and, 
largely through the efforts of the 
American Bison Society organiz­ 
ed in 1905, it was saved and 
there are now more than 40,000 
of these big beasts living undei 
close protection in this country 
and Canada.
